THE ELECTIONS. 


A Mixed Result and Not 


Much Demand 


for Roosters. 


Mahone Said to be Ahead in 
• 
Virginia. 


YOBIC, Nov. 8.—The results on 


the state ticket ars still difficult to es- 
tiiaate. The Demooraiie majority in 
Hew York City is37,000,Brooi:lyo only 
3,000. making 40,000 in the two cities. 
Io 144 towns ontside of Now York the 
Republicans bate a majority of 8,989, 
agaiost 14,551 last year. This shows 
an excellent rote, bat most of these re- 
turns come from Republican localities. 
It is generally believed that the Repub- 
lican ticket has failed, bnt the returns 
are meagre sod unBatifaotory. 
The 


Democratic majority in any event will 
be small comparatively. The fends of 
last snmmer in tbe Republican raoka 
has affected tbe vote, especially in Al- 
bany and Buffalo. 
Albany has chosen 


four Democrats. 
Tbe Republican can- 


didate for senator, who was a Conkling 
assemblyman in tbe present legislature, 
is beaten by 5,000—the state ticket by 
3,000. Tbe Buffalo Demoomsjmade a 
clean sweep, electing senator, city offi- 
cers, and lonr out of five assemblymen. 
In Utioa a Democratic senator is elect- 
ed. 
OCD. Hasted,Republican candidate 


for treasurer, was seriously out every- 
where. The two houses of tbe legisla- 
ture are apparently Republican by small 
majorities. The senate at this hour is 
estimated at 18 Republicans, 14 Demo- 
crats ; assembly, 65 Republicans, 63 
Democrats. 


MILWAUKBB, Nov. 8.—One hundred 


and fifty towns and the city of Milwau- 
kee, comprising 400 precinct* and one 
quarter of tbe state, heard from at 
10:30, show a net Democratic gain of 
6,900. Tbe prohibitionjvote is larger 
than eipeoted, and will reach 10,000 or 
12,000, and accounts for the Republican 
falling off. Democrats 'begin to feel 
confident of Falk's (treasurer) election, 
and some claim tbe entire ticket is 
elected.

mere suggestion. George S. Tales, a 
worthy young colored aaa of Deoatur, 
is » student of tbe law school and who 
has supported himself by the profession 
of the barber and by lecturing on phren- 
ology and giving exhibitions of his v«n- 
triloqnial powers. 
He 
has 
had 


a good deal of experience in literary 
societies in Decatnr and Ceotralia, and 
in Canada, and made application to be 
admitted to the Belles Lettres society, 
of the Wesley an. He was admitted in 
all except to sign the constitution aed j 
by-laws and pay the. necessary dues, 
and this be stood rtady to do, offering 
to fulfill perfectly his part of the agree- 
ment. 
One reason after another 'for 


delay in receiving his signature and his 
money were gften him, until a petition, 
numerously signed, was presented to 
him, asking him not to become a mem- 
ber. 
He beoama indignant at this 


treatment in a university purporting to 
know no distinction of race or color, 
and positively refused to recede from 
bis position. 
However, Mr. Yates' op- 


position was of no avail. Mr. Yates 
was frozen out of this high-toned socie- 
ty of aesthetics, and the fifteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution violated in 
spirit if not in letter. 


The law students were greatly en- 


raged at this treament of their colored 
classmate, who is 'held in high esteem 
by them and held a called meeting and 
passed the following stinging resolu- 
tions : 


WHBRBAS, Mr. George 8. Yates, s 


member of the law department of the Ill- 
inois Weeleyan university, was admitted 
to the membership of the Belles Lettres 
society and was afterward expelled, at a 
called meeting, for no other reason than 
tbat be Is colored, which reason has been 
frequently assigned by various members 
of said society, and 


WHEREAS, The civil and'political rights 


of tbe colored man tave been declared 
by our constitution to be equal to those 
of the white man, and 


WHBBBAS, This is a country where 


merit is to be coneidered in preference to 
position and color, and 


WHBBEAS, We have abundant proofs 


of tbe honesty, integrity and morality of 
Mr. Yates, we, the members of the law 
department, as a unit, adopt the' follow- 
ing: 


Resolved, That it is unmanly, unjust 


and cowardly to deprive a meritorious 
student of the privileges of society work 
for co other cause than that of race or 
color, and In dire'ct opposition to the 
Christian principles on which this insti- 
tution is founded. 


Resolved,_ That we regard such expul- 


sion as an insult to the members of this 
department, collectively and individually, 
and that, in our opinion, Mr. Yates is a 
man of more ability, greater worth and 
less egotism than ihoee who deprived 
him of membership. 


Resolved, That we consider the action 


of tbe Belles Lettres as an outrage on 
society, a disgrace to onr institution, a 
slur on our civil liberty, and an infamous 
ineult to all rules of morality, decency 
and Christianity. 


It is a shame that such conduct as 


this must bo recorded in connection 
with a society whose members are stu- 
dent-5 of a university of such standing 
and repute as the Weeleyan. It is not 
a pleasant story i.q bo compelled to 
send forth to the -^orld. 
It is a lam- 


entable example of prejudice resulting 
in a-j action directly in opposition to 
the spirit of our laws and tbe ideas 


which our nation is founded.
